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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 3-5, 7- 
10, 13-15 and 17-21 are allowable because none of the prior art of record discloses or 
suggests at least: (a) a shunt device that includes a first conductive member being a 
spring, connected at one end to one side of a first semiconductor chip (claims 3-5, 7 & 
8); (b) a light socket including a housing having a pair of conductive terminals each 
having a plug-in socket surface formed therein which reside in the lower portion of the 
housing and a semiconductor chip having a first conductive lead connected to one side 
thereof and having a terminal end configured to plug into one of the plug-in socket 
surfaces and a second conductive lead connected to another side of the chip and 
having a terminal end configured to plug into another of the plug-in socket surfaces 
(claims 9 & 10); (c) a light socket that includes a first conductive member being a spring, 
connected at one end to one side of a first semiconductor chip (claims 13-15,17,18); (d) 
a shunt device which includes a bent conductive member having a first semiconductor 
chip connecting to one end and which is configured for the semiconductor chip to be 
inserted between the bent portion of each terminal and with another end of the bent 
member serving to retain the member and chip between the conductive terminals in the 
lower portion of the housing (claim 19); (e) a light socket that includes a housing having 
a pair of conductive terminals each terminal operatively connected to a wire leading 
outside the housing and having a terminal end within the lower portion which includes 
retention fingers which are opposing each other in a spaced relationship in a manner to 
form a retaining seat for the chip between the fingers (claims 20 & 21 ).
